Oii-Track Betting 
Gets Underway April 8 


NEW YORK (AP)—His operation is “finally in the start­ 
ing gate," and post time is 10 a.m. April 8, the city’s only 
licensed bookmaker says. 
The bookie is Howard J. Samuels, the chairman of the 
city’s Off-Track Betting Corporation, who announced an agree­ 
ment in principle Friday with 20 unions at Roosevelt Raceway 
that, if formalized in 30 days, will permit the OTB to set up 
shop after months of delays. 
The agreement guarantees that, under the OTB, 90 per 
cent of the employes who worked at the track in 1969 will be 
retained, and anyone employed at the end of the 1970 racing 
season will also be guaranteed work in 1971. 
In addition, anyone on the raceway roster on the last day 
of racing in 1970 will be guaranteed the same number of work­ 
ing days in 1971. 1972 and 1973. 
The city has spent $5.5 million on the OTB so far, and 
Samuels estimates the total cost of starting operations will be 
less than $20 million. Samuels said there is still a chance the 
OTB can break even by the end of the current fiscal year on 
June 30. 
Some of Samuels’ optimism is based on his belief that the' 
agreement with the Roosevelt employes will serve as a model 
for similar negotiatons with the New York Racing Association, 
which operates at Aqueduct, Yonkers, Belmont and Saratoga 
raceways. 
The first OTB equipment will be installed Monday, the' 
same day the agreement will be signed. Betting windows at 
Grand Central Terminal in Manhattan and at a site in Forest 
Hills, Queens, will take the first bets on April 8 for races held 
that night.

$200 Million in , 
Concedes Rockefeller 


ALBANY, N. Y. (IJPD—Governor Rockefeller finally con- 
ceeded today New York State will end the fiscal year March 
31 with a debt of up to $200 million. 
The governor's admission backs up warnings for the past 
several months by state Comptroller Arthur Levitt that tax 
collections were not keeping up with the $6.27 billion estimated 
by Rockefeller last year. 
“ The department of Taxation and Finance estimates that 
the short fall could run as high as $200 million,” Rockefeller 
said in a statement. 
While the year will end in the red. Rockefeller said the Tax 
Stabilization Reserve Fund will be used to balance the budget. 
The fund, established in 1946 for just such emergencies, 
now contains a balance of $151.2 million. 
“We are attempting to hold expenditures to an absolute 
minimum between now and March 31 in order to either avoid 
or minimize the need to use these stand-by reserves.” Rocke­ 
feller said. 
“ Drastic steps have already been taken to curtail expendi­ 
tures through vacancy controls and other economics. 
“ The decline in projected yield is concentrated primarily 
in the personal and business income categories’ and is largely 
attributable to the failure of the national economy to rebound 
as vigorously as originally forecast.” the governor said. 
Just last Tuesday. Levitt warned the state could end the 
year as much as $300 million in the red. For the state to 
make ends meet he said, tax collections in March will have to 
total $1.06 billion. 
During March of 1970, tax collections yielded only $760 mil­ 
lion. 
"Regardless of the steps the state may take to make up 
this loss in revenue it is almost certain that even the revised 
estimate will not be m et,” the Democratic comptroller said. 
Levitt noted that the state’s major revenue source-the in­ 
come tax—was running only slightly ahead of last yqar, while 
Rockefeller had predicted major growth. 
Corporate franchise taxes w ere running considerably behind 
last year. 
Meanwhile, in Albany, the coordinator of a planned “ Public 
Education Day’’ rally at the Capitol warned Friday that prop­ 
erty owners face school tax increases of up to 20 per cent this 
year because of inadequate state aid to local districts. 
A. Terry Weathers said in a statement that the budget pro­ 
posed by Gov. Rockefeller falls far short of the state’s consti­ 
tutional obligation to support public education. 
Weather commented in his capacity as chairman of the 
planning committee for a rally to be held March 24. He also 
is president of the State School Boards Association. 
"School districts will be forced to increase taxes as much 
as 10 to 20 per cept unless state aid is brought in line with 
steadily rising costs,” Weathers maintained. 
Moreover, Weathers said, “ the largest single tax increase 
homeowners will face this year will be the one the governor 
didn't mention in his budget message—the rise in the local 
school property tax.” 
Rockefeller recommended a total appropriation of $2.28 bil­ 
lion in general state aid for public school during 1971-72. This 
includes a 1406-million built-in increase based on the formulas 
adopted last year. 
The planned rally is sponsored by the Educational Confer­ 
ence Board, which is seeking an additional $600 million in state 
aid for the 1971-72 school year. 
Author Praises Sojourner Truth 
As ‘Woman for All Seasons’

Sojourner Truth, the one-time 
Ulster County slave who be­ 
came 
one 
of 
19th 
century 
America’s most prominent ab­ 
olitionists 
and 
human 
rights 
advocates, 
is 
not 
commonly 
listed as one of this nation’s 
heroes, and to Phyl Garland, 
New York editor of Ebony mag­ 
azine, is symbolic of what she 
calls “the two sides of history.” 
Miss Garland, speaking at the 
dedication 
of 
the 
Sojourner 
Truth Library at State Univer­ 
sity College, New Paltz, Friday, 
said America has one side of 
its history, one dealing with the 
nation’s 
triumphs, 
generally 
taught in schools. But the other 
side, which Miss Garland said 
was “rooted in the unfulfilled 


promises 
of 
the 
land,” 
is 
available only to scholars. So- 
juorner Truth belongs to the 
second side. 
“It is too commonly assumed 
that the black man was just 
here,” said Miss Garland. She 
contends that black craftsmen, 
inventors, 
writers, 
explorers, 
and even cowboys have been 
largely ignored by history. 
American 
prosperity 
was 
achieved, said Miss Garland, 
because "a portion of the coun­ 
try worked without a paycheck 
for 250 years. 
Addressing 
herself 
to 
So­ 
journer Truth, 
Miss Garland 
called her “a woman for all 
seasons.” She said Sojourner 
Truth was a particularly im­ 
portant figure today because 
many of the causes ‘for which 


she protested are valid con­ 
cerns in the present age. Equal 
right for blacks and women are 
two of the burning issues of the 
day. Miss Garland noted. 


It is important to honor So- enee in Akron, Ohio, in 1851 was 
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journer Truth because “ she had 
the courage to stand up and try 
to change the world, with noth­ 
ing but her own determination,” 
Miss Garland said. 
Stating the future depends on 
knowing and getting along with 
other 
peoples,

said in closing, “ Truth will help 
to set all of us free.’

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Pigeons, Pollution Liv en Legislator

Pigeon* and pollution produeed 
liv ely and controv ersial conv er­ 
sation Thursday at the after­ 
noon session of the County Legis­ 
lature.

William- 
Mey er, president of, the Ulster 
County Federation of Sports­ 
men's Club, gav e conditional 
approv al to the county ’s propos­ 
al to limit pigeon population. 
The matter of pollution came 


up for discussion when

able m their residential area. 
The pigeon problem and the 
proposed; use 
of Ornitrol.

sumed under prescribed pro­ 
cedures. was discussed at great 
length with Forbes calling the 
method “ safe, efficient and hu­ 
mane."

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Welfare at Crisis Po int 


Fro m a clo ud no fcifger than a man’s hand a few 
y ears ago , the co st o f welfare pro grams o n bo th a state 
and federal lev el has ballo o ned into a gigantic dark 
thing Co v ering o v er the natio n. 
The rise in welfare ro lls no t o nly co ntinues to go up, 
the rate o f increase is accelerating. 
Hie Department o f Health, Educatio n and Welfare 
repo rts that in No v ember, the latest mo nth fo r which 
the full figures are av ailable, there was an unprecedented 
increase o f 262,000 recipients o f Aid to Families With 
Dependent Children (AFDC). 
Hie to tal was swo llen so mewhat because it included 
tho usands o f families o f striking General Mo to rs wo rk­ 
ers. Ev en so , No v ember was the fo urth straight mo nth 
that AFDC ro lls climbed by mo re than 200,000. 
Two y ears ago , the number o f Americans o n AFDC 
was rising at the rate o f o ne millio n annually . In 197 0 
it was two millio n annually . If the Octo ber-No v ember 
rate were to be maintained, it wo uld leap to 3 .4 millio n 
annually . 
In any ev ent, as o f last No v ember, a to tal o f 9.4 mil­ 
lio n men, wo men and children were enro lled in AFDC. 
The welfare situatio n has reached the crisis po int in 
a number o f states, precisely tho se which sho uld be the 
wealthiest and mo st pro spero us. 
Go v erno r Ro ckefeller is co nsidering drastic changes 
to curb welfare, which he is ex pected to present to the 
Legislature. The measure wo uld cut the influx o f wel­ 
fare recipients into the state and require able-bo died per­ 
so ns o n welfare to accept emplo y ment in priv ate industry 
o r state-created jo bs. Also being co nsidered is the strict 
enfo rcement o f the law that requires a welfare recipient 
to register with the, lo cal State Department o f Labo r 
emplo y ment agency fo r jo b placement and to lo se his 
welfare benefits if he refuses a jo b. In the pro po sed state 
budget fo r the fiscal y ear beginning April 1, welfare is 
up 4ft per cent to $1,21 9 billio n. 
In Illino is. Go v . Richard B. Ogilv ie estimates that in- 
creasing co sts Of the state’s public aid pro grams will 
co nsume mo re than fo ur-fifths o f the gro wth in rev enues 
fro m all so urces in the co ming fiscal y ear. 
“ The ex isting sy stem o f public welfare is a so cial and 
financial disaster,” he co mmented as he presented a 
$1 .1 2-billio n welfare budget fo r fiscal 197 2, $261 millio n 
higher than that fo r 197 1. 
During the past two y ears, we hav e been able to liv e 
with this crisis in Illino is,” say s Ogilv ie. “ But this run­ 
away gro wth will catch up with us in 1 97 2.” 
Go v . Ro nald Reagan calls Califo rnia’s welfare sy s­ 
tem “ a $3 -billio n mo ral and administrativ e disaster.” 
Ho wev er, his pro po sed refo rm plan, which wo uld cut 
back a v ariety o f free serv ices, make it to ugher to get 
o n welfare and require recipients to wo rk in public wo rk 
pro jects, is ex pected to get no where in a legislature co n­ 
tro lled by the o ppo sitio n party . 
Welfare is no t o nly a po litical issue but an emo tio nal 
o ne. Human beings are inv o lv ed. Faced with ago nizing 
cho ices o r bankruptcy , state leaders increasingly lo o k 
to the federal go v ernment, that fo unt o f inex haustible 
wealth, to take the welfare albatro ss fro m aro und their 
necks, o r at least to carry mo re o f the burden. 
But pro po sals that the federal go v ernment take o v er 
respo nsibility fo r all public aid, a shift which wo uld be o f 
greatest benefit to the industrial states, hav e little suppo rt 
amo ng small-state co ngressmen. And as it is. the accele­ 
rating increase in aid to recipients may already hav e 
thro wn the welfare co lumn o f President Nix o n’s estimate 
197 2 budget o ut o f kilter by as much as $1 .5 billio n. 
In the meantime, up and up welfare go es, and where 
it will sto p—o r ho w to sto p it—no bo dy kno ws.

WASHINGTON — Although 
governm ents m ay not like to 
talk about it. they are facing 
an increasing peril in the te r­ 
rorism involving kidnappings 
of prom inent officials and dip­ 
lom ats 
which

com m onplace. No international 
conference 
has 
brought 
an 
answ er, nor have individual 
governm ents in Latin A m erica 
or on any continent found th a t 
terrorist 
activities 
can 
be 
stopped just by the pay ing of 
ransom s. 
The detention of four A m er­ 
ican 
soldiers, 
seized 
by 
a 
T urk ish .“ liberation” group, is 
one of the few incidents th at 
has not been prolonged. But in 
another p art of the world this 
w as followed alm ost im m edi­ 
ately by the kidnapping of the 
attorney general of U ruguay . 
The sam e tactic of terrorism 
ap p ears 
in 
country 
a f t e r 
oountry . 
It is recognized th at te rror­ 
ists usually are left-w ingers 
and revolutionaries who try to 
capitalize on the discontent in 
th e ir respective countries. The 
episodes 
em phasize 
the 
ab- 
acene of any adequate police 
pow er to deal with the sm all 
groups 
which 
abduct 
well- 
known 
persons, 
particularly 
foreigners, and hold them for 
ransom . It is often insisted 
th at other m em bers of the 
rebel organizations who have 
been 
previously 
im prisoned 
should be released as the price 
of letting the kidnapped indi­ 
viduals go free. 
The 
trouble 
has 
em erged 
repeatedly in 
a 
num ber 
of 
countries in 
Latin 
A m erica. 
While the dem and for ransom 
has been for the m ost p art 
resisted, there have been som e 
instances w here it has been 
paid. 


One of the w eaknesses in the 
situation is the unfam iliarity 
in m any capitals of the world 
with sy stem s of detection that 
could lead to the capture of 
the 
kidnappers. 
The 
m ajor 
powers could be of help in 
training the law -enforcem ent 
agencies of the sm aller na­ 
tions. 
the 
governm ents 
of 
which m ay ultim ately crum ble 
unless the terrorists — really 
revolutionaries — are caught 
and punished. 
T errorism exists in various 
form s throughout the world. 
Bom bings by dissident groups 
are 
reported 
nearly 
every ­ 
w here. In the United States, 
the dam age from such crim es 
has been growing steadily . In 
19 70, there were 1,09 6 bom b­ 
ings, 
m ore than double the 
previous y ear. The rise con­ 
tinues. with 79 explosions .in 
Jan uary , com pared with 51 in 
the sam e month a y ear ago. 
Even the Capitol building was 
struck on M arch 1. Security 
m easures a re being tightened, 
and 
t h e 
law - enforcem ent 
m echanism is rapidly being 
enlarged. The belief is that 
wavs will be found eventually 
to detect m any of the perpe­ 
trators of the bom bings. 
The subject has becom e one 
of m ajor im portance in every 
country . While the O rganiza­ 
tion of A m erican States has 
discussed the problem , no con­ 
structive 
action 
h a s 
been 
taken. If terrorism continues 
and expands, the sm aller na­ 
tions will need the financial 
help of the la rg e r countries in 
order to deal with such tactics. 
W here social and econom ic 
conditions have produced un­ 
rest. there is every reason for 
m ore attention to be given to 
the reform s that will reduce 


the discontent which exists. 
But in several countries the 
rebels are* not seeking m erely 
social and econom ic reform . 
They are bent on overthrow ­ 
ing 
governm ents 
o r 
t h e 
“establishm ent.” 
H ardly any countries have 
adequately trained forces to 
deal 
with 
te rrorist 
groups. 
E ach country has been strug ­ 
gling with the problem by it­ 
self. but the tim e m ay not be 
far off when the O rganization 
of A m erican States, for ex­ 
am ple, will have to reconvene 
to consider w hether united ac­ 
tion will have to be taken in 
• Latin A m erica. F or its m em ­ 
bers now a re in constant tur­ 
moil and the victim s of dis­ 
order — w i t h 
kidnappings, 
bom bings and other form s of 
terrorism am ounting to guer­ 
rilla w arfare. 
In the United States, a con­ 
gressional com m ittee has just 
been given a report from the 
general 
services 
adm in istra­ 
tion 
which 
say s 
th at 
since 
19 69 there have been 51 ac­ 
tual or attem pted bom bings 
and 9 18 bom bing th rea ts at 
the 10.000 buildings in its juris­ 
diction. A pproxim ately 8 m il­ 
lion dollars voted by Congress 
last y ea r is being used to hire 
a n d 
train 
1.777 
additional 
guards, but this m eans wily 
two guards p er building. These 
facts indicate the problem of 
the governm ent in furnishing 
security . It will require m ore 
guards, 
b etter technical 
de­ 
vices and m ore personnel in 
the law -enforcem ent agencies 
them selves. 
There is m uch talk about 
peace in the world, but in­ 
ternal peace is growing m ore 
and m ore difficult to m aintain 
each day .

Key in the sen ator’s w ager

m illions of voters and turn 
them M cG overn’s way — past 
rival Sen. Edm und M uskie. 
P erhaps, given M cG overn’s 
outrage and his long record 
of open protest, he can do 
no other. In any event, he 
seem s 
to 
be 
lifting 
his 
argum ent

higher pitch. 
Recently , he branded U.S. 
air 
assaults as the “ m assive 
bom bardm ent w e’re carry ing

by the Tennessee B aptist Con­ 
vention (TB C)—which recent­ 
ly voted to force the trustees 
to reinstitute 
a 
119 -y ear-old 
prohibition of dancing on cam ­ 
pus. 
Carson N ew m an’s trustees 
had for 13 m onths lifted the 
dance ban. 
in view7 of the 
nearly unanim ous feelings of 
students, faculty and parents. 
M oreover, 
a 
sim ilar 
dance 
ban had been rescinded m ore 
than a decade ago at another 
B aptist college, W ake Forest, 
in nearby North Carolina. 
Carson N ew m an, a scholas­ 
tically respectable college of 
3.000 
has 
been 
accredited 
since 19 28, having been found­ 
ed in 1849 as The M ossy Creek 
M issionary B aptist Sem inary . 
This 
title 
w as 
phased 
out 
(happily 
for 
contem porary 
students) in view of financial 
g e n e r o s i t i e s of the late 
M essrs. J. H. Carson and W. 
C. N ewm an. 
Yet a m ajority of the TBC 
appears piously dedicated to 
keeping Carson N ew m an m os­ 
sy . In a scenario which could 
have been produced by 14th 
C entury Fox. the Convention 
w as punctuated by shouts of 
“ If it w as wrong for 119 ^ears 
its 
wrong now !” 
The Rev. 
John Buell of Knoxville zeal­ 
ously inform ed the Conven­ 
tion: 
“ Any m an who say s he can 
dance and keep his thought* 
pure is less than a m an or 
he is a lia r!” 
W ithout challenging this no­ 
table contention th at all danc­ 
ing women a re erotic enough 
to provoke “ im pure” thoughts

If Jesus said nothing ag ain st 
dancing, the N olachucky As­ 
sociation of B aptists in nearby 
M orristow n had plenty to say .

This stim ulating contention

Ja m e s G. Kelly of Oak Ridge, 
who explained th a t “ the re a ­ 
son B aptists don’t believe in 
dancing is that one good Bap­ 
tist (John The) preacher got 
his head cut off at a shindig 
once.” 
W hile none of even the m ost 
pulchritudinous 
of 
Carson 
N ew m an’s coeds has thus far 
ventured to perform Salom e's 
seven-veil dance act, the stu­ 
dent body does hold dances— 
in the A m erican Legion Hall 
a t first, but because that was 
too sm all in a local roller 
skating rink 
(which is now 
owned by the TBC). 
Student body president Rob­ 
e rt M ay field notes th at “ Our 
C hristian 
college 
is 
being 
threatened by those who con­ 
trib ute one fourth of our 
fi­ 
nancial support. . . . Is danc­ 
ing any m ore sinful now that 
those who w ent to high school 
prom s are at Carson New­ 
m an? At least with dancing 
on cam pus y ou are assured 
they will be properly chap­ 
eroned.” 


Alum nus Ron M eisburg, a 
Louisville 
s c h o o l

w rote that ‘this hurts the di­

In N ashville prom inent Bap­ 
tist lay m an Melvin H arris ob­ 
serves that “ The whole Bap­ 
tist cause has been subjected 
to public ridicule. . . .

On a blustery afternoon in 
the y ea r 1850, a lad of fifteen 
casually walked down a dusty 
street in the village of H an­ 
nibal. M issouri. As he trudged 
aim lessly 
along,

wind blew a crum pled scrap 
of paper into his path. 
He 
stooped to pick it up and be­ 
gan to read it as he walked 
along. 
L ittle did he realize 
th at a t th at very m om ent his 
destiny 
w as being cast 
by 
th a t chance occurrence. 


Those few sm udged words 
on 
th a t 
scrap 
of 
paper 
sparked w ithin 
him a keen 
desire 
to 
learn, 
a 1 desire 
w'hiqh ultim ately led him to 
becom e a w orld-fam ous w riter 
and lecturer who touched the 
lives o f untold m illions of peo­ 
ple around the world. 


The piece of paper w as a 
page torn from a book about 
Joan of Arc. The boy knew 
nothing about Joan of A rc: 
he had never even heard of 
her. B ut he w as so cap tivat­ 
ed by th a t single page from 
h e r story th a t he began to 
fe rre t out every bit of infor­ 
m ation 
about 
h er 
th a t 
he 
could find. 


He 
becam e 
a 
new spaper 
m an. then a steam boat pilot 
on the M ississippi R iver and 
eventually 
a 
world-renow ed 


w riter and lecturer. He tra v­ 
eled widely and m et m any in­ 
fluential 
people 
and 
wrote 
m any books but he never lost 
his interest in the M aid 
of 
O rleans. 
Some 50 y ears had 
passed 
after he 
found th at 
sc ra p of paper, when he sat 
down 
and 
wrote 
a 
book 
called “ The Recollections of 
Joan of A rc.” Of course, he is 
‘ known to the world as M ark 
Twain. One of his biographers 
w rote th at finding th a t page 
about Joan of Arc aw akened 
his interest in all history and 
fired him with a passion th a t 
becam e. “ The larg est feature 
of his intellectual life and re ­ 
m ained 
with 
him 
until 
his 
very la st flay on e a rth .” 


The 
page 
from 
Joan 
of 
A rc didn’t m ake M ark Twain 
a genius: it didn’t give him 
any special abilities. 
He al­ 
ready had the seeds of g reat 
ability hidden w ithin him self. 
The paper m erely aw akened 
his in terest and inspired him 
to 
apply 
him self. 
It 
m oti­ 
vated him to develop and use 
his native resources for the 
good of him self, his fam ily 
and m illions of other people 
in th e world. 


H erein lies one of the little 
recognized key s to personal 
fulfillm ent, 
self - m otivation. 
All o f us have the seeds of 
g re a te r ability hiefden deeply 
w ithin ourselves, w aiting to be 
discovered, w aiting tc be de­ 
veloped and put to good use. 
And w hen we can find th a t 
certain 
som ething 
th a t 
will 
sp ark our interest, th a t key 
to self m otivation, it is safe 
to say th a t we shall com e 
closer to living up to our true 
potential.

Ev en if y o u aren’t o ne o f the teens activ ely interested in 
astro lo gy , y o u pro bably acquired mo re than 
a few bracelet 
charms, beach to wels, and po sters emblazo ned with a draw* 
ing o f y o ur astro lo gical sign—o r the o ne y o u alway s tho ught 
was y o urs. But was it? 
If a fello w named Stev en Schmidt has any thing to say 
abo ut it, a lo t o f no tcpaper, po ttery figurines and dashbo ard 
o rnaments are go ing to add to the junk pro blems, as peo ple 
disco v er they were bo rn under entirely different co nstella­ 
tio ns. Schmidt, a middle-aged technical writer and autho r o f 
a bo o k, “ Astro lo gy J 4 ,” claims that ancient astro lo gers made 
a few mild o v ersights. Such as a co uple o f co nstellatio ns, fo r 
instance. 
Since there are twelv e mo nths in the y ear, Schmidt be­ 
liev es that tho se who set up the o riginal astro lo gical charts 
felt that it was co nv enient to hav e 12 signs, also . As mo st 
o f y o u kno w, these 12 signs are actually 12 co nstellatio ns 
that the earth mo v es in reference to as it makes its annual 
trip aro und the sun. The use o f the 12 signs, ho wev er, 
Schmidt writes, igno red two co nstellatio ns that the earth 
passes which are just as impo rtant as the o thers. These are 
Cetus, represented as a whale, and Ophiuchus, which is a 
man ho lding a snake alo ft, presumably killing it. 
He also theo rizes that the earth’s ax is has tipped a few 
degrees since the ancient wizards made their first calcula­ 
tio ns, and that ev en the dates fo r the 12 po pular “ signs” 
need to be rev ised. With all o f this in mind, he has drawn 
an entirely new zo diac. Each sign is assigned 26 day s, no t 
30, to make ro o m fo r the two new signs. Thus, if y o u were 
bo rn between Dec. 6 and 31, y o u were bo rn under the sign 
o f Orphiuchus, and if y o u were bo rn between May 12 and 
J une 6 , y o u were bo rn under the sign o f Cetus. In additio n, 
with the realignment o f the o ther signs and their dates, many 
peo ple find that they hav e shifted into the sign “ nex t do o r” 
to the o ne embo ssed o n their paperweight. 
Predictably , there hasn’t been a who lesale rush o ut to 
the dimesto re to get ho ro sco pe bo o ks fo r a different sign. 
No bo dy has been repo rted to be upset because they can’t 
get a ho ro sco pe fo r Cetus o ut o f the nickle scale. In fact, 
Schmidt, (who has, by the way , beco me a Gemini instead o f 
a Cancer, under his sy stem) is being criticized by bo th the 
establishment” and the astro lo gy huffs— to say no thing o f 
the manufacturers who hav e millio ns inv ested in merchan­ 
dise using the o ld sy stem. His suppo rters are usually peo ple 
who hav e go ne thro ugh life dissatisfied with the sign under 
which they were, traditio nally bo rn. 
In the simplified sense in which mo st peo ple fo llo w as­ 
tro lo gy , fo r instance, peo ple bo rn to day are Piscians— ty pi­ 
cally described as being fickle, sensitiv e, cultured, fo nd o f 
beauty , genero us, easily led, trustwo rthy . That is v ery nice 
fo r tho se who think that describes them, but tthere are 
o thers fo r who m that descriptio n is o ff by a co uple o f light 
y ears. Astro lo gers hav e claimed that these peo ple are mo re- 
influenced by co mbinatio ns o f planets within their ho ro ­ 
sco pes than by the sign o f their birth. Schmidts theo ry o f­ 
fers ano ther ex planatio n— under it, tho se bo rn March 13 are 
Aquarians, described 
by o ne so urce as restless, indo lent, 
eco no mical, agreeable, ev en-tempered and tending to ward 
pro crastinatio n. (Q f co urse, so me malco ntents will claim 
tho se characteristics do n’t match them, either.) 
Tho se who do n’ believ e in astro lo gy claim that Schmidt’s 
attempt to bring lo gic into the basically fanciful “ science” o f 
astro lo gy will make him unpo pular with the star-gazers. In 
sharp co ntrast is the o pinio n o f established ex perts in astro lo ­ 
gy . Thev claim that tho se who hav e astro lo gy fo r their pro ­ 
fessio n are all-to o aware o f its o ccasio nal inco nsistancies and 
inaccuracies, but that Schmidt has co mpo unded these with a 
mo numental igno rance o f his subject, fro m a scientific, his­ 
to rical, and astro lo gical po int o f v iew. They criticize his 
superficial so urces and claim that o nly by accident did he 
stumble into facts already taken into co nsideratio n by tho se 
mo re adv anced than he in astro lo gy . 
A new theo ry —o r no nsense co mpo unded by igno rance? 
To the .av erage teen, the matter is o f little mo re impo rtance 
than which predictio n they sho uld read in The Freman 
ho ro sco pe . . . Ho wev er, the nex t time so me fello w tries the 
co o l pick-up, “ Hi, baby , what sign are y o u? ” he mustn't 
start to blubber if she replies, “ I’m a Cetus.” She might 
mean she thinks he’s a whale o f a fello w, and she'd like to 
“ sea” mo re o f him!

The may o r, as we'v e said mo re than o nce.in this space, 
has do ne an o utstanding jo b o f bring ing this pro ject this 
far. He beg an wo rk o n it ev en befo re he to o k o ffice o n J an. 
h 19 70. 
At that time, the Al Bro wn Recreatio n Center 
was all 
but dead. Bids had co me in late in 19 6 9 so me £ 8 0,000 o v er 
estimates. At that time, there was a sizeable amo unt o f 
mo ney co mmitted to the pro ject! £ 19 3,000 fro m the federal 
g o v ernment; £ 7 5,000 fro m the King sto n Ho using Autho rity 
and £ 9 6 ,000 fro m the city . At that time a co mplete facility 
was planned, including a g y mnasium. > 
But it all went o ut the windo w when fo rmer May o r Ray ­ 
mo nd Garrag han decided no t to ask die Co uncil fo r the 
additio nal mo ney . A £ 25,000 architect's fee also went o ut 
die windo w and sho rtly after, the £ 7 5,000 fro m the ho using 
autho rity . 
The pro ject lay in limbo until Ko enig came alo ng with a 
(v irtually ) o ne-man effo rt that has bro ug ht us to within 
two weeks o f the bid o pening . 
It is no w o ut o f the may o r's hands o r as o ne architect 
o nce to ld us, “ We can co me up with what we think are ac- 
urate estimates, but in the final analy sis, the bidders hav e 
die last wo rd. They 're the peo ple who hav e to build it." 
Ko enig has wo rked hard o n this Ro ndo ut Rec Center. 
We ho pe ne isn't disappo inted. 
THE BUS SITUATION-—The aldermen seem to be 
handling this current “ crisis" in an o rderly manner. They 
met with To m Wilso n the o wner o f the buses, o n Thursday 
nig ht and thanks to Ed No rto n, chairman o f the finance 
co mmittee, die press was inv ited. 
What we saw was a quiet discussio n o f the pro blem be­ 
tween Wilso n and the aldermen. It seemed to us that Mr. 
Wilso n has a few bus ro utes making a decent buck and a 
lo t o f bus ro utes in the city lo sing quite a few do llars.

He pro tested to Alderman-at-Larg e T. Ro bert Gallo 
that Quick's reso lutio n was o ut o f o rder acco rding to the 
Co uncil's rules o n special meeting s. Gallo did no t ag ree 
with Machio ne. 
Machio ne insisted o n a leg al ruling and g o t it, in his 
fav o r fro m Co rpo ratio n Co unsel Aaro n Klein.

o f Viet-Ko rea thing , he sho uld hav e nailed Eddie Ro ux 
when the subject first came up. 
Machio ne’s mo tiv e fo r kno cking do wn Quick’s reso lutio n 
we are to ld, was that it wo uld hav e been illeg al to act o n 
the reso lutio n at that special meeting , and it mig ht , hav e 
jeo pardized any future jsctio n o n the matter.

In the full assurance that the 
GouAd name would lure audi 
ences to any film with which he 
is associated, they’ve come up 
with “I Love My Wife” — and 
better they should have stood 
in bed. 
As the sometimes comedy un 
reels currently at Saugertie’s 
Orpheum Theatre. “Wife” is a 
pseudohip study of the agonies 
of an unhappily married con 
temporary man. But the plot
